Doug Robins grew up on a farm in the Willamette Valley of Oregon. Every Sunday he attended services at the local 
church and on one such Sunday in the early 1950s five-year-old Doug sat, patiently clutching his nickel to place on 
the collection plate. But, when the plate was passed to him, Doug was startled to see among the change a beautiful 
nickel he had never seen before. It had a sharply-engraved beaver on one side and its chromium plating made It ap- 
pear much shinier than the other coins. Doug couldn’t resist: he put his nickel on the plate and took the “beaver” coin 
in its stead. Thus began Doug Robins’ Canadian coin collection and the path to a career as a dealer and collector that 
would lead to the remarkable collection being offered here. 


As he matured, Doug’s interest in coins grew. By his late teens he had begun attending coin shows to buy and sell 
coins and to focus his personal collecting on Canadian 19th century tokens. Doug eventually became one of the 
greatest (perhaps the greatest) scholars of Canadian tokens, although his dream of publishing a series of books on 
the subject was cut short by his passing. 


The two most celebrated past sales of collections containing Canadian Pre-Confederation tokens are the W.W.C. Wil- 
son sale of 1925 and the John McKay-Clements sale of 1976. Some of Mr. Robins’ best pieces can be traced back to 
one or both those sales. However, as great as the Wilson and McKay-Clements collections of Canadian tokens were, 
Mr. Robins’ is better. There is hardly a major rarity in the series that is not included. 


The sale begins with an impressive array of pieces from the French Regime and fur trade. There’s a high-grade 1670- 
A 5 sols, an extensive group of French metropolitan issues, as well as an important assemblage of Franco-American 
jetons. The North West Co. representation includes a probably unique variety of their famed 1820 token, brass, un- 
holed, and plain edge, graded MS61 by NGC, and sure to excite spirited bidding. 


Important rarities from the Maritimes include the celebrated 13882-dated contemporary imitation of Nova Scotia’s 1832 
thistle halfoenny, patterns for the 1856 Mayflower coinage, the unique New Brunswick St. John’s halfpenny, an unre- 
ported variety of the Newfoundland ship / 1858 halfoenny and perhaps the only Known example of the Ships Colonies 
& Commerce Lees-18 halfpenny in private hands. 


Lower Canada, with its commercial center of Montreal, is also well-represented. Highlights from this area include a 
Montreal Ropery halfoenny, the Ships Colonies & Commerce Breton-999 and Breton-1000 halfpennies owned by 
W.W.C. Wilson, examples of the 1825 and 1820/5 Bust & Harp halfpennies and an astonishing run of Bank of Montreal 
1838-39 “Side View” halfoennies and pennies. Add to that the finest known BON POUR DEUX SOUS pattern token 
(and the only example in private hands), as well as a gold Peninsular Wellington halfpenny that might be the one given 
to the Prince Regent (later George IV) and we have a group sure to please even the most advanced collector. 


Selections from the Province of Canada, as well as miscellaneous items, round out the sale. Included here is perhaps 
the finest known 1852 Hunterstown token, a complete set of Weir & Larminie encased postage stamps, a proof An- 
chor Money 1822/1 half dollar, and 1823 British Colonies 1/50" and 1/100" dollar patterns.

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SESSION ONE 


Introduction 


Proofs/Specimens 


One of the remarkable features of the Robins Pre-Confederation token collection is the number of specimens/ 





proofs it contains. As most collectors are aware, specimens and proofs are specially-produced examples of a coin- 
age, struck from special blanks and dies in a slow-moving press. They are usually struck more than once and as 
such display the coin’s designs to best advantage. Proofs/specimens are produced for various reasons: as samples 
for official approval of the designs, for display or archival purposes, as salesman’s samples or simply to sell to the 
public. 


There has been considerable confusion, though, about whether to call the 19th century token special strikes 
proofs or specimens. The grading services have been quite inconsistent in the use of these terms, designating 
pieces of basically identical character specimen on one occasion and proof on another. 


In fact, the Royal Mint designation for their 19th century special strikings was specimen, not proof. In this cata- 
log we will use specimen in preference to proof, although the latter term will be used to characterize the early 
Soho pieces. 


Another issue that arises with copper or bronze specimens is brilliant vs. bronzed finish. Bronzing, invented by 


Matthew Boulton in the late 18th century, involves the patination of the copper blank prior to striking the coin. 


The result in Boulton’s hands was an even, dark brown patina on a surface that retained considerable reflectiv- 
ity. Decades later, when it was carried out by the Royal Mint and Heaton’s Mint, bronzing produced examples 
with a less reflective surface that varied from a tan to a dark brown, depending on the amount of patination. 


Several of the later Soho, Heaton and Royal Mint specimens are darkly toned and could easily be confused for 
being bronzed. Toned brilliant surface pieces can usually be distinguished from bronzed surfaces by the former 
showing orange or blue tinges around the letters or sunken areas. 


Edging and Edge Varieties 


Canadian pre-Confederation tokens are encountered with several different kinds of edge decoration. When a 
single token type has multiple edge varieties, the scarcer edges can substantially influence the value. The topic 
of edges is sufficiently confusing to merit some brief comments here. 


One of the best discussions of edges appears in British Copper Tokens 1811-1820 by Paul & Bente Withers. The 
Withers describe several types of graining (reeding): 


Oblique graining to the edges (in Charlton this is called diagonal reeding). 
Straight (perpendicular) graining to the edges. 

Oblique Center graining, that is, it does not extend to both edges. 
Straight Center graining. 

Oblique graining, of course, can run in either direction. 


Center graining is the most complex. It can be very narrow or wide (go almost to the edges). Also, the narrow 
center graining can run straight along the center or it can wander from side to side. Although the Withers did 
not make it a separate category, some center graining lies at the bottom of a groove. This is often called engrail- 
ing, although formal definitions of engrailing do not seem to require the groove. For the purposes of this catalog 





we will use the term engrailing only to apply to center graining in a groove. The Charlton token catalog adopts 
a similar stance. 
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During the period of the Canadian pre-Confederation token 
manufacture, reeding (or graining) was not applied to the 
blank by a collar at the time the main designs were impressed 
onto the faces by the obverse and reverse dies, as we see with 
modern coinage. Instead, in an edge inscription mill either a 
raw planchet or a previously-struck token was caused to roll 
between two bars with raised ridges, impressing their design 
into the edge. 


The edging process was not always carried out with good 
quality control. Pieces that were intended to have edge grain- 
ing were sometimes barely marked by the ridged bars of the 
milling machine and came out almost as they went in, with 
perhaps only a few ticks of graining impressed into an other- 
wise plain edge. We refer to such pieces as having a “hint of 
eraining (or reeding)”. This gives rise to some thorny attribu- 
tion questions. How should a token with a “hint of graining” 
be classed—treeded edge or plain edge? There seems to be no 
clear guidance from the old-time collectors who wrote the 
first catalogs. And, if one insists on the complete absence of 
any sign of graining (even a few ticks) to deem a piece “plain” 
edge, diagnosing a well-circulated example as plain edge can 
be problematic. Some such pieces might have had a hint of 
eraining that has been obscured by wear and tear. In this 
catalog we will only call a token plain edge if it has no sign 
of graining, although we suspect the early collectors were not 
quite so rigorous. In cases where pieces with a hint of graining 
are scarce we will note them and allow the bidder to decide 
their importance/value. 


Catalog Numbers 


For most Canadian pre-Confederation token types the Breton 
catalogs of 1894 & 1912 continue to be the primary reference 
number used by collectors. The Breton number, in the form 
Br-, will always be provided when it applies. Similarly, the 
Charlton Standard Catalog of Colonial Tokens 9th Ed. will be 
given, without a prefix indicating the source. For varieties, the 
writings of Dr. Eugene Courteau, published as articles in The 
Numismatist or as separate pamphlets, often remain the most 
current and will be added to the lot descriptions whenever 
possible. Other catalog numbers for particular series, such as 
the Ships Colonies &® Commerce tokens and the Blacksmith 
tokens are provided as appropriate.

The 1670 French Colonial coinage was authorized by an edict of 
King Louis XIV for use in New France, Acadia, the French settle- 
ments in Newfoundland and the French West Indies. While only 
a modest number of these pieces can have circulated in what is 
now Canada, they continue to gain in popularity with collectors 
in both Canada and the United States. The 5 sol coinage is rare, 
particularly in higher grades.

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Franco-American Jetons 





Though they look very much like coins at first glance, the French jetons were counters for reckoning 








sums. They were used in connection with a counting board, ruled with horizontal lines representing 
increasing units—1l, 10, 100, 1000 and so on. One such board is drawn and the jetons’ method of use is 
explained in Stanley Clute’s, “The Franco-American Jetons Re-examined” (see the References section). 


During their period of use, a jeton type for each of the French government’s administrative departments 
was struck late in the year, to be ready for distribution by the King on New Year’s Day. For the years 
1751 to 1758, the jeton design for the Department of the Colonies carried a portrait of Louis XV on the 
obverse and a theme and legend commemorating France’s American colonies on the reverse. Jetons for 





the other departments used the same obverse, coupled with a reverse pertinent to the department for 
which they were struck. Some 10-13 different types were produced in any given year during that period, 





with the obverse design changing each year. Because of their reverse themes, Breton included Franco- 
American jetons in his catalogs, increasing their popularity among North American collectors. 


The New Year’s Day distribution of jetons by the King was to officials of the departments for which they 
were struck. Higher officials received silver jetons, while lower officials received copper. The French 
government also sold them to the public as a source of revenue, continuing their sale for many years 
after the year of issue. As supplies of a given type were exhausted, a fresh supply was obtained by mak- 
ing restrikes. Unfortunately, the authorities seem to have been rather careless in choosing the obverse 
die for the restrikes. Sometimes it was the “original” obverse, sometimes it wasn’t. Consequently, today 
we encounter the same reverse type combined with several obverse designs. 


Collectors have naturally been anxious to ascertain which examples of a given type are originals and 
which are restrikes. The decision can be difficult, because of complicating factors. 


First, it is not always clear what the original obverse was. A useful starting point is the Mercure de 
France, a contemporary publication that provided line drawings of the jetons at the time of issue. While 
very helpful, these line drawings are not always good enough to allow us to distinguish between closely- 
related obverse varieties. Also, the drawings were not published in 1753. 


Second, the restrikes were produced over many years and potentially began very close to the time of the 
original issue. It is generally believed (but not absolutely proven) that early copper pieces had a plain, 





raw edge and early silver pieces had a weakly-reeded edge. So, pieces with those edge characteristics 
could be originals, early restrikes from the original dies or early restrikes using a non-original obverse. 


The restrike question is more easily answered for later strikes. Examples with a plain beveled (polished) 








edge are likely later, as are heavily-reeded edge pieces. Also, later pieces sometimes have the metal 
stamped into the edge: CUIVRE, BRONZE, ARGENT. Bronzed or antiqued surfaces are also sugges- 
tive of a later strike. In general, heavier and thicker-edge examples are restrikes. In general, though, in 
describing the examples in the Robins collection we will avoid the use of “original” and “restrike”. 


From early on collectors of the Franco-American jetons have strived to add to their collections all 





obverse-reverse combinations, recognizing that only one obverse variety was coupled with any given 
reverse as the “original” type. The present offering is the largest and most complete in recent years. 


The best treatment of the Franco-American jeton obverses was by Wayte Raymond in his 1925 sale cat- 
alog of the W.W.C. Wilson collection. The plates contained high-quality photographs of the obverses, 
each given a letter designation. The Raymond designations will be used in the listings in this catalog. 
Obverses not included in the Raymond plates are designated UL-1, UL -2, etc. 


In the 20th century a new kind of official “restrike” of the Franco-American jetons appeared, made from 
new dies copying the designs of the originals. They are easily distinguished by their thick edges, color, finish 
(shiny or antiqued) and bolder details. None of these modern copies are included in the present sale.

The North West Company Tokens 


The North West Company (NWC), formed in 1779 and 
based in Montreal, was a fur trade company and arch rival 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company (HBC). Initially the NWC 
flourished, and gradually expanded westward all the way 

to the Pacific. Eventually, the competition with the HBC 
intensified and rose to the level of sporadic violent confron- 
tation, causing the British government to step in and direct 
the NWC to merge into the HBC in 1821. 

Late in its existence the NWC ordered tokens dated 1820 


from a Birmingham coiner. Examples were known to early 





catalogers, including Breton, who included them in their 
catalogs. For many years after their first discovery little 
was known about the North West Co. tokens. Gradually it 
became clear that they existed in four varieties: brass and 
copper, unholed and with a hole at the top. But, whether 





the token had been deliberately ordered in two metals and 
how and where the tokens had been used was not clear. 
More recently, an important paper by Don Stewart in 1970 
gives some insight into the mystery. It appears that the saga 
of the North West Co. tokens begins at the Columbia River, 
dividing the states of Washington and Oregon. 

In the summer of 1811 NWC representatives arrived at the 
Pacific Ocean and visited Fort Astoria, a trading post that 
belonged to John Jacob Astor’s Pacific Fur Company (PFC). 
The PFC had built the post earlier in the year on a site 

at the mouth of the Columbia river (now part of Astoria, 
Oregon). In 1813 the NWC gained control of Fort Astoria 
when it purchased the assets of the PFC. The post was 
promptly renamed Fort George, in honor of King George III. 
Later, when the NWC merged into the HBC, Fort George 
became an HBC post. 

Stewart’s inquiries in connection with his paper on the 
North West Company tokens led the HBC head office to 
provide three critical accounts suggesting that these tokens 
were used more by the HBC than the NWC and issued 
from posts in what is now the United States, not Canada. In 
fact, at the time of publication of Stewart’s paper (1970) he 
was unable to find documentation for any Canadian finds of 
NWC tokens. 

It is at Fort George that we first find mention of the North 
West Co. tokens in a Hudson’s Bay Co. inventory made for 
that post in Nov. 1821. From this it is tempting to conclude 
that Fort George was the issue point of the tokens when 
they were in NWC hands. Wherever they used their tokens, 
the NWC could not have had them at their post(s) for more 
than a few months prior to their July, 1821 merger with 
HBC. The Nov. 1821 HBC inventory records that some 
3409 brass and 1213 copper tokens were on hand. The fol- 
lowing spring the quantity of NWC tokens on hand at Fort 





George had dropped to 4406, a reduction of over 200 in less 
than 6 months. These figures suggest an original mintage 
of 5000 tokens, of which 3750 were brass and 1250 copper 
(a 3:1 ratio) and, importantly, that the HBC continued to 
use the tokens of their former rival and did so in such a way 
that they gradually left the post. 

In 1825 Fort George was temporarily closed and its affairs 
transferred to a recently-built second post, Fort Vancouver, 
across the Columbia River in present-day Vancouver, Wash- 
ington. Under an 1826 inventory for Fort Vancouver we are 
told that they had 988 brass and 161 copper NWC tokens 
on hand. No inventories of any other HBC posts show any 
tokens on hand. A rough calculation shows the attrition 
(presumably issue) rate for the tokens between 1821 and 
1826 was about 500 per year. 

Another important feature of the 1826 account is that the 
value assigned to the brass tokens differed slightly from 
that for the copper tokens and the total values for each 
kind were crossed out in red. If they were assigned different 





values, could the brass and copper tokens have represented 
the trade values of different animal pelts? In any event, the 
red lines most certainly signal demonetization and that the 
tokens would no longer be used for their original purpose. 
Finally, there is the question of why some tokens are found 
holed and a some are not. The hole is neatly drilled, so it 





was almost certainly done by the issuer. Are the rare (fewer 
than 10) unholed examples some that were inadvertently 
missed? Maybe not. One must consider the possibility that 
the unholed configuration was for tokens used just within 
the post. Perhaps only when they were to leave the post 
were the tokens holed. This could have been during the 
period of monetization, but it might also have been after 
their demonetization, when they could have been given 
out to the company’s customers purely as items of decora- 
tion. Indeed, most of the known holed examples have come 
from Indian burial sites in Oregon and the circumstances 





of discovery sometimes clearly point to their being worn as 
decorations. 

The fact that these tokens tended to be buried means that 
most have significant, sometimes severe, environmental 





damage. Such damage is therefore almost an expected 
feature of the series. The total number of surviving North 
West Company tokens has been estimated to be about 200, 
a very large number considering these tokens rarely come 
to the market place.

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The Mayflower Specimens 


The Robins collection contains the largest group of specimen 
strikes of the Mayflower coinage ever assembled. It is impor- 
tant not only because specimens from that period tend to be 
very scarce, but because it gives us a glimpse into major prob- 
lems that surrounded the production of the master tools for 
this coinage. The obverses on the initial tools were too high in 
relief and had to be redone. That process generated two kinds 
of specimen strikes: pattern pieces and adopted design pieces. 


The representation of specimen Mayflower dies in the Robins 
collection includes, for the halfpenny: one pattern obverse 
and two pattern reverses; two adopted obverses and two 
adopted reverses; and for the penny: one pattern obverse and 
one adopted reverse (the reverse on the pattern is the adopted 
design) and one adopted obverse and one adopted reverse. We 
believe this is most likely all the dies that were used. In all, 
the present offering includes six specimen halfpennies and 
four specimen pennies, representing the different die combina- 
tions, die alignments and finishes (brilliant vs. bronzed). Cata- 
log numbers are assigned to the coins based on our upcoming 
paper, Specimen Strikes of the Mayflower Coinage (see the 
Reference section).

The Magdalen Islands form a small archipelago in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, close to Prince Edward Island. The original settlers 
were French, who hunted the abundant walruses on the islands. 
Upon being ceded to the British, the islands were administered by 
Newfoundland until 1774, when they became part of the Province of 
Quebec. After the Revolutionary War, Sir Isaac Coffin was granted 
the islands by the British Crown. He arranged with Birmingham 
coiner, Edward Thomason, to produce penny tokens dated 1815 
for use by the islands’ inhabitants. Thomason sub-contracted with 
Thomas Halliday to engrave the dies. This beautiful design has 
long been very popular with Canadian token collectors.

Because of its erroneous rendering of the city name (St. John’s 
instead of St. John), this design is presumed to have been rejected 
by the client. This type, of which the present piece is the only 
example currently recorded, was unknown to all the early cata- 
logers of Canadiana. It was purchased by collector Jack Griffin 
from A.H. Baldwin and Sons in London in the early 1950s and 
brought to Canada. Ultimately it came into the hands of John 
McKay-Clements and passed to Mr. Robins in the sale of McKay- 
Clements’ collection in 1976. The Canadian National Currency 
Collection has plaster casts made from this piece (see their 
website). It should be noted that the illustrations in the Charlton 
catalog are actually of a modern copy significantly different in 
fine design details from the true piece.

The Ships Colonies © Commerce halfpenny series is unusual among the pre-Confederation token series 


in having been produced for three British North American Colonies: Lower Canada, Prince Edward 


Island and Newfoundland. They probably first appeared in Lower Canada in the mid-1820s and were 


issued there until the late 1830s. Perhaps 20 years later other Ships Colonies @ Commerce token vari- 


eties were first imported into P.E.I. and Newfoundland and continued until at least the late 1850s or 


even a bit later. The Haxby catalog sorts the varieties into Lower Canada vs. P.E.I / Newfoundland. The 


Charlton catalog lists the whole series under P.E.I. 


Breton listed the Ships Colonies & Commerce series under five numbers: 995, 996, 997, 999 & 1000. 
All but 997 are unique types. In 1917 Judge W.A.D. Lees cataloged nearly 50 varieties of Breton-997, 
paving the way for modern collectors to appreciate this interesting and complex series. Lees numbers are 


used in our cataloging here.

This enigmatic piece seems to be a concocted “mint error” that 
can only have been produced by the coiner. The only way it could 
have been made was to take a normally-struck piece, place it on 
its obverse, rest the reverse die over part of the reverse side and 
give the die a blow.

In his classic 1910 monograph on the Blacksmith coppers, 
Howland Wood did not include any of the cruder varieties of 
the Ships Colonies & Commerce tokens, Breton-997.

As Chris Faulkner has pointed out in Breton 999: A Numismatic 
Record, Breton greatly confused collectors by using incorrect 
obverse drawings for the number 999 listed in his catalogs. This 
led to doubt that Br-999 even existed, or if it did, it was a fake. 
In November 1925 L.A. Langstroth bought a piece in the WW.C. 
Wilson sale that had a ship with an unusually high poop deck 
and that some believed had to be Br-999. Langstroth showed it 
to W.A.D. Lees, who had never seen one. Lees, doubting it was 
the mysterious Br-999, incorporated it into his Ships Colonies & 
Commerce token list as number SA. 


Modern collectors disagree with Lees and accept that the high 
poop deck ship variety, Lees-5A, is indeed Br-999. One of the 
great rarities of the pre-Confederation token series, Lees-5A 
/ Breton-999 is unpriced in Charlton, with the notation NONE 
CERTIFIED — EXTREMELY RARE. Examples seldom come to 
market. The present example is the historic piece from the Wilson 
sale and the one that Lees published. It is one of the best of the few 
surviving examples.

Only two of the original varieties had been copied and pro- 
duced in very limited quantities when the fraud was discovered. 
Courteau exposed the counterfeiter as a prominent Ottawa-area 
collector, Victor Morin. The counterfeits can easily be identified 
by two features. The first is the weight; the counterfeits run to 
nearly 9 grams, whereas the originals weigh 7.5 grams or less. 
The other obvious point of divergence from the originals is a 
five-pointed instead of a six-pointed star on the obverse. The 
counterfeits are as rare as the originals and are avidly collected.

As Edward Thomason relates it in his Memoirs, about the begin- 
ning of 1812 the British government appointed J.K. Picard as 
agent to procure a unique copper coinage with which the Duke 
of Wellington could pay his troops fighting in the Iberian pen- 
insula. Picard, along with his father, ran the Hull Lead Works. 
Picard arranged with Thomason to strike the coppers. Thomason, 
in turn, engaged Thomas Halliday to engrave the dies. The 
tokens, which came to be called “peninsular” halfpennies, were 
produced in considerable numbers. Whether they actually circu- 
lated in Spain is open to question, but they certainly circulated in 
England. Concerned by the recent appearance of “counterfeits” 
of his peninsular coppers, Picard published an announcement 
in August 1813, calling them in for redemption. Judging by the 
quantity found in Canadian hordes, one assumes that Picard or 
an intermediary sold the tokens to a Canadian client, following 
their withdrawal in England.

J.K. Picard, the agent for the Wellington Peninsular tokens, fre- 
quently traveled to London to socialize with people in high places 
and was known in Court. When he was invited to Court to display 
his tokens, Picard produced several specimens in silver for pre- 
sentation purposes. The fact that the silver tokens are known 
from multiple die pairs suggests that they were made on multiple 
occasions and were not just for a single Court appearance. In any 
event all silver varieties are very scarce to rare, so they must have 
been produced in very small numbers.

This famous token has been linked to Canada (specifically, Lower 
Canada) by its obverse inscription, BON POUR DEUX SOUS 
(Good For Two Sous). In French Canada two sous were equiva- 
lent to one penny, which denomination appears in the legend 
on the reverse of this piece. The dies are obviously the work of 
Thomas Halliday, a prominent token die engraver and coiner in 
Birmingham. It was in Halliday’s shop that William Wyon was 
taught engraving. The design of the BON POUR DEUX SOUS 
token shows a clear similarity to the Bust / Commerce halfpen- 
nies and pennies Halliday produced for circulation in England in 
1812-14. One assumes the present piece was a pattern for a pro- 
posed coinage for a Canadian client or was a salesman’s sample. 
In any case, only two examples have been traced: a well-circulat- 
ed piece, now in the Canadian National Currency Collection, and 
the superb example offered here. The Robins example has been 
traced back to the celebrated Murdoch collection, then through 
various subsequent owners, whose names include some of the 
greatest collectors of Canadian tokens of their day.

Blacksmith Tokens 


The Blacksmith series was so-named because of a story that Canadian numismatist, Robert McLachlan, 
mentioned being told as a youth by his mother. A Montreal blacksmith was said to have devised a clev- 
er way to imitate worn British regal halfpennies, then an important part of the minor coin circulation. 
He engraved dies with shallow, relatively featureless likenesses of the King and Britannia, and with little 
or no lettering or date. To further simulate circulation and age he heat-treated his “coins”. Following 
McLachlan’s story, other collectors began using the term Blacksmith to refer to evasions of this type. 
And, after it was used in an auction catalog in 1894 by dealer Lyman Low, Blacksmith token became a 
universally-accepted term. 


Most early catalogers ignored the Blacksmiths because of their crudeness, but they gradually gained 
attention. In 1910 a groundbreaking catalog of the Blacksmith series was by published Howland Wood, 
working at the A.N.S. in New York. While some of the pieces Wood listed are now believed to no lon- 
ger fit in the series, his listing continues to be popular with collectors and his numbers will be included 
in the listings in this catalog. 


The Blacksmith series falls into several groups: imitations of British and Irish regal halfpence, imita- 
tions of common Canadian tokens, products of discarded U.S. hard times token dies, and misc. unique 
designs. 


The period of Blacksmith token production was from the 1820s to about 1840. Their area of circulation 
included both Canada (especially Lower Canada) and the United States. It is now believed that most 

of the Blacksmith tokens arose, not from a single Montreal blacksmith, but from multiple “mints” in 
Canada, the United States and probably Birmingham, England. As John Lorenzo has pointed out in his 
catalog, the metallic composition of some of the Blacksmiths (e.g., Wood 1-18) strongly indicates that 
they were produced to high standards in a “manufactory” setting, rather than a simple blacksmith’s shop.

Not long after John Simcoe took office as Governor of Upper 
Canada, he addressed the severe copper coin shortage in the 
province. Boulton & Watt (Soho Mint) in England was approached 
to produce a halfpenny token. Pattern pieces were prepared 
and sent to Canada in 1794 for approval. At that point Simcoe 
forwarded the samples to the Home Office for approval. Home 
Office denied the proposal and instead arranged for a shipment 
of worn Tower halfpence from Ireland. So, Upper Canada got 
castoffs instead of a beautiful new coinage. The so-called “origi- 
nals” or approval samples for the proposed coinage have delicate 
digits in the date on the obverse, with the 17 and 94 separated by 
a wide gap, and on the reverse have R’s with straight tails and 
round O's. Fewer than 25 are believed to have survived.

In 1894 London dealer J. Rochelle Thomas advertised that he had 
acquired the original dies for the Copper Co. of Upper Canada 
halfpenny and had struck therefrom bronze and silver proofs, 
which he was offering for sale. If his claims were true, he would 
have been selling restrikes. However, Thomas’ dies were not 
those that struck the originals; they were close copies, differing in 
several fine details. On the obverse the date was in heavier digits, 
well-spaced and on the reverse the R’s had curved tails and the 
O’s were oval. Because of the strong similarity of Thomas’ copy 
dies to the originals, there has remained uncertainty as to their 
origin; were they made at the same time as the originals or were 
they made in the 1890s for the express purpose of producing 
Thomas’ copies. In any case, all of Thomas’ “restrikes” are from 
a single die pair the shows minor signs of rust. Thomas claimed to 
have produced only 50 pieces in bronze, most of which appear to 
have been struck with medal die alignment.

It is well known that London engraver, W.J. Taylor, purchased 
a number of coining tools in the sale of the equipment of the 
defunct Soho Mint in 1850 and later used them to produce a 
dizzying array of “proofs”, “restrikes” and outright fantasies of 
British, Canadian and other coins. From 1862 until at least 
the 1880s it appears his main business was making and sell- 
ing these spurious items. Among the Canadian products was 
a scarce mule, with the obverse of the 1842 Bank of Montreal 
“front view” penny (Breton-526) and the reverse of the 1837 


City Bank “habitant” penny (Breton-521). 


As collector interest in Canadian tokens grew in the 19th 

and early 20th centuries, it became clear that multiple sub- 
varieties of the Bank of Montreal / City Bank penny mule 
existed. Although there was some controversy surrounding the 
nature of these mules, a common conclusion has been that 
the copper strikes on flans under 20 grams (“normal” weight) 
are inadvertent mules, struck and issued by the Soho Mint as 
part of the regular 1842 issue. Heavier pieces and those struck 





in brass or silver are deemed to be Taylor restrikes. 


The Robins collection contains the largest accumulation 

of the Br-526 / 521 penny “mules” ever sold at one time. No 
fewer than fourteen examples, each differing from the others 
in some significant way, are offered here. In studying these 
pieces, as well as consulting information from the study of pre- 
vious pieces, we have concluded that both the “originals” and 
the “restrikes” stem from a single die pair, which was polished 
and otherwise reworked from time to time. For this and other 
reasons, it now seems evident that all examples of this “mule” 
are concoctions that came from Taylor’s shop. 


The listings are divided into eight groups, based on the state 
of the obverse die and the die alignment. More details appear 
in our upcoming paper, Taylor’s Canadian Token Concoctions 
(see the Reference section).

Weir & Larminie were Montreal exchange brokers who also did 
business in New York. During the U.S. Civil War, specie payments 
were suspended in the United States and there developed a major 
shortage of coins in circulation. In July President Lincoln signed 
an act authorizing the use of U.S. postage stamps as currency. A 
clever man named John Gault took the concept one step further 
and invented the encased postage stamp, a stamp housed in a 
special case, consisting of a brass back and a clear mica front. 
The name of the issuer was stamped on the back. Thus, the stamp 
was protected from wear and tear and the pieces also served 
as merchants’ cards. Of the more than 90 companies that used 
encased postage stamps, Weir & Larminie was the only Canadian 
company. It was an advantage for them to be able to provide these 
makeshift coins to customers planning to travel to the United 
States. While all denominations are rare, the Ic denomination is 
the rarest.

Starting Bid: $2,500 
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the discretion of Auctioneer. Additionally Bidders who have not previously established credit or who wish 
to bid in excess of their established credit history may be required to provide their social security number 
or the last four digits thereof so a credit check may be performed prior to Auctioneer’s acceptance of a bid. 
Check writing privileges and immediate delivery of merchandise may also be determined by pre-approval 
of credit based on a combination of criteria: HA.com history, related industry references, bank verification, 
a credit bureau report and/or a personal guarantee for a corporate or partnership entity in advance of the 
auction venue. 

Bidding Options:

9. Presentment of Bids: Non-Internet bids (including but not limited to podium, fax, phone and mail bids) are 
treated similar to floor bids in that they must be on-increment or at a half increment (called a cut bid). Any 
podium, fax, phone, or mail bids that do not conform to a full or half increment will be rounded up or down 
to the nearest full or half increment and this revised amount will be considered your high bid. 

10. Auctioneer’s Execution of Certain Bids. Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in bidding, 
so carefully check that every bid is entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are submitted, 
preference is given to the first received. To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written bids should be 
entered on the standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneer’s place of business at least two 
business days before the Auction start.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half of the 
increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue to participate 
only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature® Auctions and 
Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the expected increment, these bids will 
not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is an amount below which the lot 
will not sell.

Auctioneer’s decision and declaration of the winning 
Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may 
declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have 
been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall to accept bids and reopen bidding for 
bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. Regardless that bids are made on a Property, Auctioneer

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or very 
nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the Auctioneer 
may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, disputed 
ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any other reason 
and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not 
relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller's and buyer’s premium) and any 
other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot.

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots shall be 
considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such sales including 
but not limited to the Buyer's Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 


Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine 
if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, 
and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Clients with pre-arranged credit status may receive 
immediate credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or corporate checks. All others will be subject to a 
hold of 5 days, or more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for 
additional information.) Payments can be made 24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the 
HA.com website. 

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of the 
Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from 
their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller's and buyer's premium) on the lot and any other damages 
pertaining to the lot or Auctioneer. Alternatively, Auctioneer at its sole option, may charge a twenty (20%) 
fee based on the amount of the purchase.

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount of tax 
due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, or inappropriate 
tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. 
The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, 
or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after the 
Auction can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales 
tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the maximum 
statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck and your financial 
institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot be completed using the 
selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not paid when 
due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to 
an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney's fees, court costs, and other collection costs 
incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s time 
expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of independent 
attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell the lot(s) 
securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private 
or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Bidder agrees 
to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller's commission, if consigned to an auction 
conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any difference between his total original 
invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale 
or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s 
auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of the 
Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other 
property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction invoice 
or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect to these lien rights, 
Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial 
Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including a 15% seller’s commission, if consigned to 
an auction conducted by Auctioneer). In addition, with respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the 
buyer waives any and all rights of offset he might otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor 
of the merchandise included on the invoice.

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 
32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneer’s 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the 
shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that 
Service and Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the credit 
card on file with Auctioneer. 
33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified customs 
declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. NOTE: Declaration 
value shall be the item(s) hammer price together with its buyer’s premium and Auctioneer shall use the 
correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots designated for third-party shipment must 
designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping costs. 
34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all shipments in which Heritage charges 
the Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee infra, any risk of loss during shipment will be borne by Heritage 
until the shipping carrier’s confirmation of delivery to the address of record in Auctioneer’s file, this is the 
“Secure Location” A common carrier's confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; if the client 
has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without Signature. 
Auctioneer shall arrange, select, and engage common carriers and other transportation vendors on your 
behalf.

b. Auctioneer’s Compensation for Transit Services: Auctioneer will provide transit services to Buyer 
for % of 1% of the Insured Value, plus packaging and handling fees and fees for the common carrier 
(collectively, “Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee”). You agree to pay Delivery, Handling, and Transit 
Fee and comply with all terms of payment as set forth in paragraphs 23 to 31 of this Agreement. 
c. Auctioneer’s Limitation of Liability for Transit Services: You understand and agree that Auctioneer’s 
liability for loss of or damage to the items, if any, ends when the items have been delivered to the Secure 
Location, and Auctioneer has received evidence of delivery. If you claim that any property has sustained 
loss or damage during transit, you must report any such loss or damage to Auctioneer within seventy- 
two (72) hours of the delivery date. Your recovery for loss of or damage to any property is limited to the 
lesser of actual cash value of the property or the Insured Value. Under no circumstances is Auctioneer 
liable for consequential or punitive damages. 
35. Due to the nature of some items sold, it shall be the responsibility for the successful Bidder to arrange 
pick-up and shipping through third-parties; as to such items Auctioneer shall have no liability. Failure to 
pick-up or arrange shipping in a timely fashion (within ten days) shall subject Lots to storage and moving 
charges, including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily storage for larger items and $5.00 daily for 
smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event the Lot is not removed within ninety days, 
the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due storage or moving fees, including a 10% Seller’s 
Commission. 
36A. The laws of various countries regulate the import or export of certain plant and animal properties, 
including (but not limited to) items made of (or including) Brazilian rosewood, ivory, whalebone, turtle 
shell, coral, crocodile, or other wildlife.

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the items 
or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for those Bidders 
who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description of items has been 
made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the goods would conform to 
any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in any electronic or printed imaging, 
and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified auction venues, for example, 
Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are referred to those specific terms and conditions. . 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by virtue 
of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to the Property. 
Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular purposes. All images, 
descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of Auctioneer, and may be used by 
Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held 
responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in connection 
with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any benefit of these 
Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to the Bidder and may not 
be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or 
representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a 
principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in 
any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43.In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second 
opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration 
or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the 
assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other 
matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event ofa claim, Bidder 
agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared 
herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance 
to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and small items 








that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause harm to a person. 
Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and Auctioneer disclaims any 
liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or inconsequential, and expressly 
disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of 
Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes shall be 
resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury waiver. Non- 
consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces the right to go to 
court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, compensatory 
damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of any lot. In the event 
that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot lacks title, or other 
transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited to rescission of sale 
and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the 
high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot.

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, relating 
to and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any interpretation of 
the Terms and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description of any lot or condition 
report, any damage to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term of sale or condition report or 
description and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in contract, tort, under Federal or State 
statute or regulation or any claim made by you of a lot or your Participation in the auction involving 
the auction or a specific lot involving a warranty or representation of a consignor or other person or 
entity including Auctioneer { which claim you consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be 
exclusively heard by, and the claimant (or respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the 
Claim being presented in a confidential binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and 
conducted under the rules of, the American Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations 
shall be Dallas, Texas. The arbitrator’s award may be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. If a 
Claim involves a consumer, exclusive subject matter jurisdiction for the Claim is in the State District Courts 
of Dallas County, Texas and the consumer consents to subject matter and in personam jurisdiction; further 
CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. A consumer may elect arbitration as 
specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or related items may be submitted 
through binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must be brought within two (2) years of the alleged breach, 
default or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. Exemplary or punitive damages are not permitted and 
are waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the 
time of return or conditions and restrictions for return. This Agreement and any Claim shall be determined 
and construed under Texas law. The prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief 
on its damage claim based on damages sought vs. awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on 
damages sought vs. awarded) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. Any 
dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without involvement or 
responsibility of the Auctioneer.

Preparing for this year’s Chicago Coin Expo has brought with it new faces, new goals, and, of course, new coins, and we 
are very happy to welcome several new members to our team—each bringing with them their unique skills, specialties, and 
expertise to the department and the catalog. We have since assembled over 4,200 carefully-selected lots, including several 
fantastic specialist collections, to provide our bidders with yet another diverse selection of exceptionally collectible coins. 
Without further ado, here are some particularly attention-catching pieces to be on the lookout for: 


Our Ancients selection kicks off with a number of notable pieces spanning the trio of classical metals (bronze, silver, and 
gold), beginning with an enormous 69mm cast bronze minted in Olbia in Scythia circa 470-450 BC, one of approximately 
15 known specimens. Our journey next takes us to the crib of coined money, where we find an extremely rare lonian gold 
Stater struck at Eohesus and graded a stunning MS by NGC. Next, to the north, we find one of the true gold gems of the 
sale: a beautiful lifetime Lysimachus Stater, boasting an impressive MS* designation from NGC. Slightly further east, we 
become embroiled in the civil strife of the Seleucid Kingdom, nicely embodied in a striking Tetradrachm featuring the jugate 
busts of Antiochus XI and his brother Philip | Philadelohus. As always, the Roman period offers some spectacular rarities, 
with a gold Aureus of Augustus, struck in Spain circa 18-17 BC to commemorate the recovery of standards leading the way. 
Amidst a strong selection of gold Aurei of Galba, Antoninus Pius, Caracalla, Aurelian and Constantius II, we encounter one 
of the seldom-appreciated great rarities of the sale: an unpublished Judaea Capta Sestertius of Vespasian with the hybrid 
legend IVDAEA AVGVST. A lovely Choice MS solidus of Irene highlights the Byzantine section. We close session 2 with a 
scarce Pseudo-Imperial Lombardic Tremissis from the time of Perctarit (AD 672-688), struck on a capped-like, compact flan 
and grading AU5S5 from ANACS. 


As Is always the case, our current offerings feature a particularly spectacular British section, beginning with a Triple Unite of 
Charles |, struck at Oxford in 1642 and graded XF Details by NGC. We are also excited to auction a splendid gold 5 Guineas 
of William Ill. Minted in 1701, this date is a widely acknowledged collector favorite, not only because of its wonderful artistic 
style, but because of the key role played by Sir Isaac Newton in its production. An assortment of hammered issues—among 
them a gold % Laurel of James | and gold Unites of that monarch as King of Scotland and King of England, Charles |, 

and an Angel of Edward IV—together with a spectacular array of gold coronation medals, has also come to us from the 
Collection of a Scottish Gentleman. Finally, with the arrival of the Victorian Age, we are delighted to offer an extremely well- 
preserved 11-Piece 1887 Proof Set from the fabled Murdoch Collection and a gold Proof Pattern Double Florin dated 1868 
and graded a stunning PR65 Deep Cameo by NGC. 


The northern reaches of Europe, however, is not the only area with a strong presence in this sale. From Norway we 
encounter the thing of legend: a massive Triple Speciedaler of Frederik Ill dated 1666. Though graded a mere VF Details 
by NGC due to some graffiti on the reverse, this may be one of only 3 extant examples (and the sole survivor with this 
date), and certainly the only piece in private hands to come to auction in recent memory. Moving counterclockwise 
across the map, we next come to one of the nicest groups of German Talers we have offered in many years, containing 
over 50 pieces from a diverse range of states rarely encountered. From slightly further west, we arrive in Holland just 

in time to catch a glimpse of yet another massive issue, this time a gigantic 1687 gold Rider of 10 Ducats. Likely struck 
aS a presentation piece to impress foreign dignitaries, it still astounds to this day. Finally, we witness the first gold and 
silver coins of the sultans of the Ottoman Empire, an extremely crisp Sultani struck by Mehmed II “the Conqueror” in his 
new capital of Constantinople just 15 years after he took the city, and an equally impressive Onluk of 10 Akces minted 
contemporaneously. 


The Latin America selection is also a true treat, thanks largely to the second-to-none Selections from the Isaac Rudman 
Numismatic Cabinet that we have to offer. Rarely do Mexican 3 Reales come to market, but here we have not one, but 4 
distinctive varieties to offer with at least one being unique. 150 years later comes the first dated Cob of Mexico—a 1680 4 
Escudos of Charles II bearing the distinctive MXo mintmark. Another “first” soon follows, with an exceptionally-rare Philip V 
Milled 8 Reales “Pillar Dollar” of 1732 graded AU58 by PCGS. In Brazil, we have the pleasure offering one of the few Dutch 
colonial issues of South America, a MS68 gold 6 Guilders Klippe from Pernambuco dated 1646. 


We thank all our consignors for making this yet another wonderful sale, and while preparing the catalog has been as great 
an undertaking as ever, we cannot help but marvel at the finished product. We hope you will join us at the Palmer House 
Hotel for the auction, on the bourse as well. If we can do anything to help you decide which lots to target, or to make your 
collecting experience more enjoyable, please don’t hesitate to ask.

The city so 
flourished that its people were said to have dedicated a “golden 
harvest,” probably a golden sheaf of barley, at the great temple 
of Delphi. Demeter, goddess of the grain harvest, was patroness 
of the city and her image and symbology figure prominently on 
the city’s coinage.

The evocative coinage of Mende illustrates some long-forgotten 
myth regarding Dionysus, the Greek god of wine and revelry. 
Mende was famous as a center of wine production, as evidenced 
by numerous amphorae bearing the city’s stamp found through- 
out the Hellenic world. Dionysus was the patron god of the city. 
Although Dionysus is usually depicted in procession riding in a 
chariot pulled by panthers, on coins of Mende he is shown with 
a more humble form of transportation, reclining languidly on the 
back on an ass, clutching a high-handled wine cup and appear- 
ing pleasantly inebriated. Some rare varieties, including this 
example, also show a bird, likely a crow, in company of the god 
and ass; the meaning of this is unclear, and it might simply reflect 
the keen Greek observation of nature. The tiny swastika on the 
mantle of Dionysus might be the signature of this particular die 
engraver.

The son of the brutal but capable King Philip II of Macedon, 
Alexander came to the throne upon his father’s assassination in 
336 BC and immediately launched into a career of conquest that 
took him to the very ends of the known world. Using the invincible 
army his father had assembled and trained, Alexander attacked 
the gigantic Persian Empire and defeated its king, Darius II, in 
three titanic battles between 335 and 332 BC. Unsatisfied with 
simply plundering the Persian realm and returning to Macedon, 
Alexander spent the next eight years driving his army steadi- 
ly eastward, into the deserts of Arabia, the rugged mountains 
of Afghanistan, and the jungles of India, founding new cities 
in his wake. A true visionary, he sought a fusion of cultures 
and peoples, exhorting his soldiers to take wives from the local 
native populations and adopt Persian and Indian modes of dress. 
Alexander's conquests “liberated” tons of gold and silver that 
had been locked away for centuries in the Great King’s treasuries 
in Sardes, Susa, Persepolis and Babylon. Mint masters soon set 
to work turning this huge haul into coins, which were paid out to 
Alexander’s soldiers and high officials in staggering quantities. 
However, the silver decadrachm denomination, worth 10 Attic 
drachms and 2.5 tetradrachms, was struck in limited numbers, 
indicating they were presentation pieces intended for only the top 
tier of Macedonian officers. Their extreme rarity today makes 
it highly likely that these pieces were handed out by Alexander 
himself at a special ceremony, perhaps the one recorded at Susa 
in 324 BC where the great conqueror assembled his army and 
distributed up to 20,000 talents to his Macedonian veterans. The 
bidder on this piece thus has an opportunity to acquire a coin that, 
with a high degree of likelihood, could have passed through the 
hands of Alexander the Great.

The rare Hellenistic gold staters of Ephesus have been the subject 
of long-running debate over when they were struck. In the 1880s, 
the eminent Barklay V. Head assigned them to the period of the 
Mithradatic Wars, circa 88-86 BC, when Ephesus briefly came 
under the control of the Pontic King Mithradates VI Eupator. 
However, as more varieties were discovered over the next century, 
it became clear they were struck over a much longer period of 
time. G.K. Jenkins, in a 1987 article, placed them in two groups 
starting in the later second century BC, after the Roman take- 
over of Asia Province in 133 BC, and linked the reverse symbols 
present on several varieties to similar symbols found on the 
common cistophoric tetradrachm coinage of the Roman era. 
Staters with a simpler two-letter ethnic, including the present 
example, belong to the earlier period, prior to 100 BC, while 
coins with a longer form come later in the series.

This extremely rare electrum hecte bears the inscription 
KUKALIM in Lydian script, but exactly what this legend means, 
or who it represents, is as yet a mystery. Seemingly contemporary 
(but far more common) hectes and trites are inscribed WALWET; 
transliterated to Greek, this is rendered as “of Alyattes,” an early 
king of Lydia circa 610-560 BC. With a similar transliteration, 
KUKALIM can be rendered as “of Gyges,” and a king of that 
name is known to have reigned in Lydia, by varying estimations, 
either circa 716-678 BC or 680-644 BC. In fact Gyges founded 
the Mermnad Dynasty, to which the later Allyates and Croesus 
belonged. This Gyges is also believed to have inspired the 
Biblical King Gog mentioned in Ezekial and Revelation. Tempting 
as it is to assign the KUKALIM coins to him, scholars have dem- 
onstrated that they cannot have been struck that early, and in fact 
die links with the reverse punches show that they were struck con- 
temporaneously with those of Allyates. The most likely possibility 
is that the Gyges mentioned on the coin is a later member of the 
Mermnad Dynasty who was named after the founder, who either 
reigned jointly with Allyates or as governor of a Lydian province.

True coin portraiture depicting living persons, as opposed to 
deities, is commonly thought to have started in the Hellenistic 
era, after the taboo-shattering conquests of Alexander the Great. 
However, the Lycian dynasts of southern Asia Minor were the 
pioneers, introducing true portraits of their ruling dynasts, or 
satraps, is early as the last quarter of the fifth century BC. The 
later Lycian dynasts in particular produced highly evolved and 
innovative portraits, including this remarkable three-quarters 
left facing head of Pericles, showing him thickly bearded with 
a mass of long, wavy hair. This depiction may have been influ- 
enced by the Syracusan master Kimon’s facing head of Arethusa, 
which had a similar treatment of hair; however, the image here 
is fiercely masculine in contrast with Kimon’s lilting femininity. 
The reverse image of a Greek hoplite is also rendered in high 
Classical style.

Although possessing no royal blood, Alexander II Zabinas suc- 
cessfully usurped the Seleucid throne with the aid of the Egyptian 
king Ptolemy VIII Physcon. Probably the son of an Egyptian 
merchant, he claimed at different times to be the son of Alexander 
I Balas (150-145 BC) or the adoptive son of the last really capable 
Seleucid ruler, Antiochus VII Sidetes, who died on campaign 
against the Parthians in 129 BC. For a couple of years, Alexander 
ruled the environs of Antioch, where he was beloved for his gen- 
erosity with Ptolemy VIII’s money. His coin portraits depicting 
with a sweet, almost girlish face quite distinct from that of other 
Seleucid rulers. However, most of the Seleucid empire backed a 
regime headed by the ferocious dowager queen Cleopatra Thea 
and her son Antiochus VIII Grypus (“hook-nosed”’). An end to 
the Egyptian civil war in 125 BC caused Ptolemy VIII to cut off 
his support to Alexander, and in 123 BC the people of Antioch 
revolted and ejected him from the city. He was soon captured by 
a band of robbers and handed over to Cleopatra Thea, who sum- 
marily executed him early in 122 BC.

The murderous sibling politics of the later Seleucid Kingdom 
are perfectly encapsulated by this extremely rare and striking 
coin of the twin brothers Antiochus XI and Philip I Philadelphus 
(“brother-loving”). The twins were part of a brood of siblings 
born to Antiochus VIII Grypus, whose troubled reign of 121-96 
BC saw the Seleucid realm shrink while being riven by repeat- 
ed dynastic civil wars against his half-brother Antiochus LX 
Cyxicenus (114-95 BC), who also had an ambitious son, Antiochus 
X. Keeping track of the dynastic wars that followed requires a 
complex flow chart, but the broad outlines are thus: Seleucus 
VI, son of Antiochus VIII and elder brother to the twins, was 
murdered by a mob in the city of Mopsus, Cilicia, in mid-94 
BC, spurred on by their cousin Antiochus X. The twin brothers 
Antiochus XI and Philip raised a rebellion in Cilicia, probably 
based at Tarsus, and viciously sacked Mopsus in revenge for 
their brother's murder. Proclaiming their joint kingship, the twins 
struck a rare series of silver tetradrachms bearing their jugate 
portraits at their headquarters city and made ready for full-scale 
civil war against their cousin. However, when the time came to 
invade Syria, Antiochus XI seems to have acted alone, for his 
coins struck at the city of Antioch bear only his portrait and make 
no mention of Philip. Antiochus X rebounded from this defeat and 
reclaimed Antioch in early 93 BC; in the ensuing battle Antiochus 
XI fell into the Orantes river and drowned. Philip Philadelphus 
maintained his power base in Cilicia, where he continued to wage 
war against his cousin and two other brother or half-brothers, 
Demetrius III and Antiochus XII, who held power in eastern Syria, 
Phoenicia and Judaea until about 87 BC. Philip ultimately sur- 
vived his rivals and reigned a steadily shrinking rump state until 
his death 76 or 75 BC.

Ancient Bactria, a region roughly corresponding to modern 
Afghanistan, proved to be Alexander the Great’s toughest 
conquest, requiring three years from 331 to 329 BC and vast 
expenditures in blood and treasure. Once relatively pacified, 
thousands of Macedonian veterans were settled in the region and 
encouraged to take local wives. This first attempt at colonization 
failed and most of these early colonists died in a bloody revolt 
circa 323 BC. A second mass-settlement under Seleucus I, circa 
308-305 BC, proved more enduring. Around this time appear 
the first Greco-Bactrian coins, silver tetradrachms and frac- 
tions modeled on the ubiquitous Athenian “owl” coinage. This 
first group was a more or less straight knock-off of the Athenian 
coinage, with no control marks and the reverse design set in an 
incuse square, as seen in this superlative example.

He captured and sacked Antioch, the 
third greatest city of the Roman Empire, and then defeated the 
Roman army and captured the Emperor Valerian alive, the great- 
est feat of arms yet by a Sasanian monarch. His military exploits 
enriched the treasury and enabled him to engage in stupendous 
building projects. A devout Zoroastrian, he was nevertheless 
tolerant of other faiths and is warmly mentioned as a just king in 
Jewish writings. Like many Sasanian kings, his silver coinage is 
vast while gold is rare.

The reverse honors Gaius 
Servilius Ahala, who in 439 BC used a dagger concealed in the 
folds of toga under his arm to slay Spurius Maelius, a wealthy 
patrician who had plotted to make himself king. In 44 BC, Brutus 
would undertake a conspiracy to slay another tyrant, Julius 
Caesar, in which the conspiring senators concealed daggers 
within their togas.

Younger brother of Mark Antony, Lucius Antonius “Pietas” natu- 
rally backed his brother’s leadership of the Caesarian party and 
his attempt to seize control of the state, but both ambitions were 
complicated by the arrival of Caesar’s adoptive son Octavian. 
Relations between the brothers and Octavian cooled markedly 
after the final defeat of Caesar’s assassins in 42 BC. The cold 
war escalated when Lucius Antony became consul in 41 BC and 
took a notably hostile stance toward Octavian. He was joined 
in this propaganda war by Mark Antony’s wife, the fiery Fulvia, 
and the two began rousing Italian cities against Octavian’s 
plan to settle 100,000 of his veterans on land confiscated from 
Italian citizens. Octavian reacted quickly and recalled his friend 
Agrippa from Spain at the head of several veteran legions, which 
besieged Lucius Antony and Fulvia in the town of Perusia. When 
Lucius and Fulvia surrendered in February, 40 BC, Mark Antony 
washed his hands of the fiasco and hung his wife and brother out 
to dry. Both Lucius and Fulvia conveniently died later in 40 BC, 
supposedly of natural causes. This rare denarius, which bears 
the portraits of both Antony brothers, was struck at an unknown 
eastern mint under the control of Mark Antony.

This rare and remarkable aureus type celebrates the recovery of 
the legionary standards lost to the Parthians through the disas- 
trous campaigns of Crassus and Mark Antony in 53 and 36 BC. 
Augustus accomplished this triumph through diplomacy backed 
by military muscle. In 20 BC, Augustus embarked on a tour 
of the eastern provinces while his stepson Tiberius led a large 
army into Armenia, which had recently risen in revolt against 
its Parthian-installed king, Artaxes. Tiberius drove Artaxes into 
exile and crowned in his place Tigranes, who had been living 
as an honored exile in Rome for 10 years. The Parthians, who 
were beset by dynastic difficulties of their own, reacted meekly 
to this show of force and handed over the Roman standards that 
had been prized possessions for many decades. Augustus treated 
it as a military victory and the return of the standards was cel- 
ebrated in poetry, prose and imagery throughout the empire. 
The Senate voted a triumphal arch be erected, which is depicted 
on the reverse of this aureus type from a Spanish mint, perhaps 
Colonia Patricia (the dates of 25-22 BC listed in Calico cannot be 
correct as the standards were not recovered until 20-19 BC, with 
the erection of the arch soon thereafter). Interestingly, the arch 
shown here is a complex triple-structure surmounted by statu- 
ary depicting a triumphal quadriga and two figures (soldiers?) 
holding two of the returned standards. The standards were even- 
tually placed in the newly built temple of Mars Ultor in 2 BC.

This is a truly remarkable coin as it is an entirely new reverse 
legend in a series that is widely collected and extensively docu- 
mented.

What appears to have happened is 
a merging of the regular Judaea Capta type and legend with part 
of the legend of VICTORIA AVGVSTI from the same series, but 
with the reverse type of Victory and the captive Judaea mourn- 
ing. The result is an unpublished legend of IVDAEA AVGVST. The 
obverse, displaying what could be interpreted as a small globe at 
the point of the bust would usually indicate the mint in Lugdunum, 
however, there are other Flavian issues from the Thracian mint 
which also display this feature and appears to be a stop to delin- 
eate the terminus of the legend. The flan type is also more typical 
of the uncertain Thracian mint issues, being flatter than the more 
concave products of the mint in Rome.

After the death of his father Constantine I the Great in AD 337, 
and a brief civil war against his brother Constantine II in AD 340, 
Constans ended up controlling the entire Roman West, including 
Spain, Gaul, Germany and Britain. At first, he ruled with energy 
and ability, dealing the Franks a series of defeats in AD 341-342 
and conducting operations in Britain along Hadrian’s Wall in AD 
343. As time went on, Constans sank into indolence and depravity; 
worse for his own security, he showed open contempt for the sol- 
diery, on whom his power rested. In January of AD 350, a cabal 
of senior officers rebelled and hailed the general Magnentius as 
emperor. Constans attempted to flee toward Spain, but was over- 


taken and executed.

Born in AD 377 to the able Theodosius I (AD 379-395), Arcadius 
was proclaimed co-emperor with his father on January 19, AD 
383. His education was entrusted to the foremost scholars of 
the day, but Arcadius proved slow-witted and uninterested in 
academic or military affairs. In AD 393, his equally dull younger 
brother Honorius was raised to the rank of co-Augustus. When 
Theodosius left in AD 394 to put down the usurper Eugenius 
in Italy, he took Honorius with him and left Arcadius in titular 
charge of Constantinople. Theodosius never returned, dying in 
Milan on January 17, AD 395, and suddenly both halves of the 
Roman Empire were under the nominal rule of two untried youths. 
Although the fiction of imperial unity was maintained, Arcadius 
and Honorius were both dominated by powerful military men, 
Rufinus in the East and Stilicho in the West, whose personal 
enmity created a cold war atmosphere between the two courts. 
The conflict only deepened after Stilicho arranged for Rufinus’ 
murder late in AD 395; his replacement, Eutropius, was even 
more hostile toward the West. While the two regimes squabbled, 
the Visigoths, who had settled in Thrace, rebelled under their 
charismatic king Alaric and began ravaging Greece. Arcadius 
was forced to name Alaric as Master of Soldiers for the Balkans 
to keep him in check. In AD 399, Arcadius’ energetic wife Aelia 
Eudoxia asserted control over his government and enticed Alaric 
to attack the poorly defended West, a move that ultimately caused 
the sack of Rome. Eudoxia gave Arcadius a son in AD 401, but 
died of a miscarriage in AD 404, placing the regime in the hands 
of the capable Anthemius. Arcadius’ death in AD 408 due to an 
unknown illness caused barely a ripple at Constantinople, and 
the Byzantine bureaucracy that had taken root during his listless 
rule continued to manage affairs under his son, Theodosius II.

Likely copying the contemporary issues of the Byzantine emper- 
ors Heraclius (AD 610-641) and Constans II (AD 641-668), these 
pseudo-imperial gold tremisses were a common feature of early 
medieval Europe—presenting an opportunity, at once practical 
and “diplomatic,” for the Germanic peoples who had come to 
inhabit the former Roman realm and who themselves had no coin 
striking traditions of their own. What is more, contemporary 
documents suggest that the emperor of Constantinople likely 
tried to enforce his sole prerogative to mint gold coins, though 
other evidence also hints that this proscription was not so heavily 
enforced with respect to the fractions of the solidus. Unlike the 
issues produced further north, however, the Lombardic pieces 
present relatively compact flans with high relief strikes, here 
showing a degenerate legend-turned-artistic flourish. Struck 
sometime after Perctarit’s return to Tuscany from his Frankish 
exile in AD 671, the present offering also has to its credit the fact 
that it was produced by one of the few early Catholic Germanic 
rulers outside of Francia. (Following the collapse of the Western 
Roman Empire in the 5th century, most of the so-called “bar- 
barian” kings who set up their rule adopted the Arian brand of 
Christianity, commonly considered a heresy at the time, much to 
the dismay of the Catholic clergy.)

Ravenna, capital of the Western Roman Empire during much of 
the fifth century AD, passed under the control of Odovacer in AD 
476 and was captured by Theodoric the Ostrogoth a decade later, 
becoming the capital of the Ostrogothic Kingdom. Justinian’s 
great general Belisarius recaptured the city for the Empire in 
AD 540, employing the ruse that he accepted the Goth’s invita- 
tion to become Emperor of the West. Once having gained the 
city, Belisarius renounced all claim to the title and duly handed 
Ravenna over to Justinian, but the suspicious East Roman ruler 
called Belisarius back to Constantinople. The Goths rose in revolt 
and the Italian war dragged on for another decade before Narses’ 
decisive victory in AD 552. Ravenna remained the Byzantine 
capital of Italy, and an important mint for the western provinces, 
for nearly two centuries thereafter, even throughout the tumultu- 
ous 7th century, as evidenced by this fine solidus of Heraclius and 
his son struck circa AD 613-618. It finally fell to the Lombards in 
AD 751.

Together reigning nearly 60 years, Leo III and his son Constantine 
V reshaped Byzantine society and preserved the empire’s core 
against the onslaught of Arab armies and Slavic invaders alike. 
Born to a peasant family in northern Syria, Leo III rose to become 
commander of the Anatolikon Theme in Asia Minor. With the 
Arabs preparing a massive siege of Constantinople, Leo’s soldiers 
proclaimed him emperor in place of the feeble Theodosius ITI in 
March of AD 717. Six months later, the long-anticipated siege 
commenced. Leo proved equal to the task of defending the capital, 
and with the help of a new secret weapon called Greek fire and a 
timely counterattack, the Arabs were utterly routed. In 740, Leo 
cemented his reputation as a peerless soldier by crushing the 
Arab army at the battle of Akroinon in Phrygia. He also instituted 
numerous reforms that strengthened the central government and 
improved fairness in the administration of law. But he is chiefly 
known for his policy of iconoclasm, or the destruction of sacred 
images, which he regarded as akin to the graven images con- 
demned in the 10 Commandments.

The brief sole reign of the Empress Irene marked the first time a 
woman ruled the Roman or Byzantine Empires in her own right. 
Alas, the experiment could not be called a success. The wife of 
the short-reigning Emperor Leo IV, Irene soon came to dominate 
domestic affairs in his government. When Leo died in 780, Irene 
ruled as regent for her adolescent son Constantine VI. In 790 
she was temporarily ousted by her son, but he showed no talent 
for ruling and Irene, in turn, had him ousted and blinded in 797, 
seizing sole power for herself. She tried to win popularity with 
generous handouts, but soon ran out of money just as the empire 
faced a series of military disasters. Furthermore, the accession 
of a female promoted the Pope in Rome to declare the imperial 
throne vacant, and he crowned the Frankish king Charlemagne 
“Emperor of the Romans” in 800. In 802 Irene was ousted in a 
coup led by her finance minister Nicephorus. The novel coinage 
of Irene’s sole reign depicts the Empress on both sides in similar 


poses.

The former imperial treasurer, Nicephorus I came to power in the 
coup that toppled the controversial Empress Irene. Nicephorus 
was a Strict conservative with considerable military and admin- 
istrative experience. He at first placed the familiar Cross Potent 
on the reverse of his coins, but later replaced this with a por- 
trait of his young son and hoped-for successor, Stauracius. This 
extremely rare solidus from the Syracuse mint still retains the 
Cross Potent, and probably belongs to the first year of the reign, 
AD 802-803. Though relatively successful in domestic and foreign 
affairs, the regime came to grief in AD 811 when the army of 
Nicephorus and Stauracius was ambushed and destroyed by the 
Bulgarian Khan Krum. Nicephorus perished in the disaster, and 
Krum had his skull made into a drinking cup, which became part 
of the Bulgarian royal regalia.

Despite having no education or money, he parlayed an appoint- 
ment as a groom in the Imperial stables into a friendship with 
the Emperor Michael III “The Drunkard,” who appointed him 
co-emperor in May of AD 866. Basil next contrived the murder 
of the powerful Caesar Bardas, then, in September of 867, he 
did away with Michael himself. Once installed as uncontested 
ruler, he proved himself as gifted as he was cunning, crafty and 
ruthless. He continued the military expansion begun by his prede- 
cessors and dealt the Arabs and Slavs several heavy defeats while 
consolidating and strengthening the empire’s new frontiers. He 
is shown here with his eldest and favorite son Constantine, who, 
predeceased him in AD 879.

Royal mint, KMPS10, S-PS5. Simply put, an extraordinary offering unmatched in previous auction record, and potentially the highest certi- 
fied, matched and complete proof set for this year. 1887 marked Victoria’s 50 years on the throne heralding the introduction of a new portrait 
to succeed her younger ‘bun head’ series, known as her Jubilee coinage. This new depiction of the Queen shows a great deal more detail in its 
engraving; where before was only young Victoria’s head from the neck upwards, suddenly we see her crowned and veiled, dressed in silk and 
adorned with the Order of the Thistle and the First Class Badge of the Royal Order of Victoria and Albert. The intricacy of the design is breath- 
taking, and rarely can one see it as magnificently presented as on this spectacular proof set. 


It is essential to note the elite pedigree of this offering; not only does it boast the celebrated Murdoch collection as its provenance, but each holder 
lists this individually, proving beyond doubt that this set has been together since the late 19th century. The Shilling, Double Florin and Crown are 
all of the highest certification awarded by NGC, and the remainder are almost exclusively only one point below the highest. The silver pieces, all 
Proof 65 or 66, are of a sublime eye-appeal only possible when proof silver coins are left untouched to mature for over a century; uniformly pris- 
tine hairline-free surfaces flare with brilliant russet-gold to their centers, turning a bright cobalt as the patina reaches the peripherals, with flecks 
of deep magenta. Some, particularly the Florin and Crown, seem cheated of a cameo level certification. The four gold pieces are all certified as 
Proof 65 Ultra Cameo, and the splendor of this cameo effect deserves to be seen in hand, if possible. Victoria’s proud Jubilee portrait is a stark, 
deeply frosted contrast to the mirrors behind, faint die polish lines a testament to their state of preservation, only the lightest of contact marks 
observable. Where the silver has toned handsomely, the gold has remained as bright as when first struck. Overall, one finds it hard to imagine a 
finer set, matched in appearance, provenance and extreme level of quality entering the market in the near future, and the opportunity to own it is 
not to be missed by the highest-tier collector of British Proofs and Patterns.

Though saddled with the unfortunate epithet “the Drunkard,” 
Michael III showed real ability and it was under his reign 
that the great recovery in Byzantine fortunes later called “the 
Macedonian Renaissance” began. The son of Theophilus, he was 
only two years old when his father died and the purple passed to 
him. A succession of regents, mainly his mother Theodora, ran 
affairs of state until he reached his majority in AD 856, when 
his reign truly began. Guided by his uncle, the Caesar Bardas, 
his regime made astonishing progress on the domestic, dip- 
lomatic and military fronts. The Arabs were pushed back, the 
Slavs Christianized and incorporated within the Empire, the last 
embers of Iconoclasm stamped out, and a university established 
in Constantinople to advance higher learning. Byzantine art and 
iconography, too, began a strong revival. Later Byzantine histo- 
rians blackened Michael’s name in order to glorify the dynasty 
of the man who murdered him and usurped the throne, Basil I the 
Macedonian, but he deserved better treatment.
